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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because figures 1 and 5 are not clear and well defined and 
are dark and illegible. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures.

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

On page 10, line 24, "barcode markings 410" should be changed to "barcode markings 
410-1, 410-2, 410-3 and 410-4", where this change would correspond with the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hikawa (US 
5,051,779). 

7. Hikawa (. . .779) disclose a print medium (100) comprising a set of media parameter 
information imprinted thereon, the media parameter information for configuring an image 
forming device to form an image on one or more different print media (col. 3, lines 45-51; col. 4, 
lines 36-68; and figure 2). The media parameter information is imprinted on the print medium 
such that the image forming device can sense the media parameter information independent of an 
orientation of the print medium in the image forming device (col 3, lines 56-66). The media 
parameter information is imprinted on the front, top, bottom and sides of the print medium 
(figure 2). The print medium comprises human readable instructions indicating how to use the 
print medium to configure the image forming device to form images on each of the one or more 
different print media (figure 2). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 6-26 are allowed. 

Prior Art 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Guillory et al. (US 5,521,674), Mizutani (US 5,774,146), Uhling (US 6,028,320) and 
Elgee et al. (US 6,255,665) disclose a print medium with encoded data thereon. 

Sahay (US 4,248,528), Kuno et al. (US 4,847,656), Ojha (US 4,987,447), Hikawa et al. 
(US 5,247,371) and Ozaki (US 5,729,350) disclose a control sheet that is used in an image 
forming apparatus and method.
